DISTRICT NURSES 

By J. Y. PORTER. Stale Health Officer 


The modern nurse is the missionary 
ot the gla 1 tidings of better health 
condition*. 

Several month# ago the State Board 
of Health divided the state Into six 
general districts and assigned to each 
a nurse, or district superintendent, 
whose business primarily was to seek 
out the tuberculosis patients, each 
within her own district, with the pur¬ 
pose ol advising and persuading to 
rational treatment of each case, both 
tor the relief of the patient afld lor 
the protection against infection of 
others It was hut natural that the ad¬ 
vice of these trained women should 
he sought on almost every ailment 
that Mesh ts heir to, Mothers asked 
help lor their sick babies and men ior 
their sick cows, ami troubles besides 
those oi the liody wcec brought to 
these nurses for solution. 

Within the next month, twelve white 
nurses w ill be on duty in various parts 
of the state, and one colored woman 
util be ready for assignment to duty 
wherever her services ntay be needed 
nnitl. front time to tunc. The exper¬ 
iences o| the past y>ar or more hate 
demonstrated the usefulness, even thv 
heretofore unappreciated necessity, 
of this form of public service, and the 
wisdom of extending It as rapidly and 
as widely a* women fined for the 
work can he found and the means 
provided for their maintenance, has 
been recogniied. 

But no longer Is the handling of tu¬ 
bercular patient* to he their solo work 
to the exclusion ol advice and work in 
other direction* indeed, so broad is 
Ihe scope of their mission that at first 
thought it teem* to make them confi¬ 
dential advisers lo the people on every 
subject, excepting those of politic* 
and religion. 

That this work is important, even 
vital, to the best interests oi the peo¬ 
ple of Florida, appears 10 have been 


proven in the past months oi effort 
that have been more or less experi¬ 
mental. it I* in line with work lhat 
Its* been undertaken in several pro¬ 
gressive northern states, and in Flor¬ 
ida particularly two objects stand out 
among other* in which it will he ef¬ 
fective 

The state Board of Health lor years 
has conducted a campaign o( educa¬ 
tion through its own publications on 
various subjects of health and sani¬ 
tation and through the liberality ot 
the state press, which has given freely 
of its space It is admitted, however, 
that this campaign must have failed 
to reach hundreds whom it might have 
benefited materially, because they do 
not or cAiinol read. It is also admit¬ 
ted that such education must be more 
••‘tective when it if brought by pers¬ 
ons of Intelligence, of sympathy and 
, f ability to comprehend quickly con¬ 
ditions in individual cases. 

Another splendid advaniagi of tlii* 
method of personal work is in the op¬ 
portunity it affords to observe local 
conditions and with this knowledge to 
advise and ilirect toward belter sani 
tary surroundings. It is in emphasis¬ 
ing the greatest advance ha* been ac¬ 
complished (ot many years in medical 
science, that it is wiser, better and 
more economical to prevent disease 
than to let it come and fight it after¬ 
ward 

WVmen with tlteir larger sympa¬ 
thies, their quicker ability to undet 
«taml social and economic conditions 
in individual cases, their more rc*|»on- 
tivc resourcefulness as compand wit 
mer, can accomplish, greater results 
in working with the people where pvr- 
•onal contact and acquaintance must 
give them a working leverage. Tt 
larger undertaking under the direction 
•»( the Stale Board, means a brighter 
prospect than ever before in a practi¬ 
cal way to spread the gospel of G<Mid 
Health lo all ihe people of Florida
